The HQ-120 and HQ-129 often have substantial speaker hum that 
must arise from solid-state devices, because it it "instant-on". Go look 
at the layout...." 


Once upon a time I had a 75A-2 with this problem, because the audio output 
transformer was nestled against the power transformer. I made temporary 
long leads and moved it around to see what would happen, and found that an 
output transformer is a pretty efficient hum pickup coil. I eventually 
mounted it at an odd angle behind the pto to minimize hum pickup.

6C4 that worked at initial fire up and alignment but went tits up just 
after the set was done and back in the case. Distortion got worse as sig 
strength kicked up but the 6C4 still tested good ( TV-10, EICO 667, Hickock 
600.800 ) . Changing the osc tube for another from the same 5 pack did the 
do for the noise. Go figure! I still have the "bad" tube .

Indeed! The fil is hotter than the cathode. With a cathode bias 
resistor the cathode would be positive with respect to a grounded 

fil. Since electrons flow hot-to-cold(er) in a vacuum, the positive cath 
would attract them from the fil, along with the AC diff ripple, thus 
modulating the cath re the grid. Back-biasing the fil supply well above 
cath bias makes the fil pos with respect to the cathode, therefore no 
electron flow.
